Notes and Definitions 


Explanation of selected terms used in these tables: 

"CR" stands for code reviser, or code reviser's office. 
The code reviser's office creates the "CR" forms used by 
DSHS and all state agencies to notify the public about rule- 
making actions. 

A "preproposal notice" is a CR-101 preproposal 
statement of inquiry filed under RCW 34.05.310. This is a 
preliminary notice to the public that DSHS is in the planning 
stages to adopt, amend or repeal rules on a particular subject, 
and notes the laws authorizing the agency's action. The 
notice also lets the public know how to participate in the 
development of the rule, and identifies the department's con- 
tact person. 

A "proposed rule" is a CR-102 proposed rule-mak- 
ing notice filed under RCW 34.05.320. The notice includes: 

(1) A description of the rules that DSHS proposes to 
adopt, amend or repeal, and the reasons supporting the pro- 
posal; 

(2) The date and location of a public hearing or hearings 
to take formal comments about the proposed rule; the dead- 
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line for sending written comments about the rule; and how 
written comments may be sent; 

(3) The laws authorizing the agency action; 

(4) The complete text of the proposed new or amended 
tules, or a list of rule sections being repealed; 

(5) The text of a small business economic impact state- 
ment, if applicable; 

(6) Information on how to obtain a copy of the prelimi- 
nary cost-benefit analysis, if applicable; and 

(7) Agency staff that the public may contact about the 
proposed rules. 

An "expedited rule is a CR-105 expedited rule-mak- 
ing notice, filed under RCW 34.05.353. DSHS may use this 
process to notify the public that it intends to adopt, amend or 
repeal very limited types of rules without accepting public 
comments or holding a public hearing. After a minimum 
waiting period, DSHS may adopt the rule as permanent, if no 
one has objected in writing. If someone does object, the 
department must file a CR-102 notice, hold a public hearing 
and accept written comments before adopting the permanent 
tule. 
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A "permanent rule" is a CR-103 rule-making order, 
filed under RCW 34.05.360 and 34.05.380. The CR-103 
gives notice that the department is adopting final new, 
amended or repealed rules, completing the rule-making pro- 
cess. A CR-103 rule-making order includes the complete text 
of the new or amended rules, or a list of the WAC numbers 
and caption of rules being repealed, and an explanation of 
any changes to the rule made after the CR-102 notice. Agen- 
cies also may use a CR-103 notice form to adopt temporary 
emergency rules (see below). 

An “emergency rule" is also a CR-103 rule-making 
order, filed under RCW 34.05.350 and 34.05.380. This is a 
temporary rule used to meet an urgent public health, safety or 
welfare need, or to meet a deadline set in a law or federal 
requirement. Emergency rules are effective for one hundred 
twenty days after the filing date. Emergency rules may be 
extended in certain circumstances, but they may not become 
permanent rules unless the agency files a preproposal notice 
and/or a proposed rule notice as applicable, and complies 
with other applicable rule-making statutes. NOTE: Emer- 
gency rules listed in these tables are only those in effect at the 
time this agenda was filed for publication in the Washington 
state register. 

"Rules" as used generally in this document are the 
Washington Administrative Code, also known as WAC or 
state regulations, which are adopted by state agencies accord- 
ing to the Administrative Procedure Act, chapter 34.05 RCW. 
References to "federal rules" or "federal regulations" are U.S. 
government regulations, also known as the Code of Federal 
Regulations or C.F.R. 

State "statutes" are laws adopted by the Washington 
state legislature and signed by the governor, or may be initia- 
tives adopted by the state's voters, and are codified as the 
Revised Code of Washington (RCW), except that laws adopt- 
ing annual state budgets are not codified. Recent state stat- 
utes may also be listed by their session law numbers, such as 
"chapter 140, Laws of 2008," or by a legislative bill number, 
such as "ESSB 6387." United States government statutes may 
be noted by their U.S. Code number, Public Law number, Act 
title, or congressional bill number. 

"WSR" is the Washington state register, the legal publi- 
cation of state agency rules and other notices, published twice 
each month by the office of code reviser. Throughout this 
agenda, the seven-digit number following each WSR is the 
code reviser's official filing number assigned at the time 
DSHS files a rule-making notice with the code reviser. The 
WSR number, plus the date and time of filing, appears on the 
first page of each "CR" notice as filed. To view facsimiles of 
DSHS rule-making notices as filed with the code reviser, visit 
the DSHS public rule-making web site at http://www1.dshs. 
wa.gov/msa/rpau/. All DSHS rule-making notices are avail- 
able to the public.

EXECUTIVE ORDER 08-01 
WASHINGTON'S NEW AMERICANS POLICY COUNCIL 


WHEREAS, historically and currently, the United States has 
flourished as a rich and diverse nation due to embracing 
immigrants from all over the world who moved to our coun- 
try to experience the freedoms and rights of a democratic 
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society, better the lives of their families, contribute to the 
economy, and become naturalized citizens; 


WHEREAS, the state of Washington continues to benefit and 
prosper from the cultural diversity, work ethic, and economic 
contribution that a diverse population has contributed to our 
state; 


WHEREAS, according to the U.S. census bureau, 14 percent of 
the families in Washington speak a world language other than 
English; 


WHEREAS, Washington has 135,000 legal permanent resi- 
dents currently eligible to be naturalized as U.S. citizens; 


WHEREAS, as part of the global economy, Washington bene- 
fits from the talents, contributions, resilience, hard work, 
entrepreneurialism, and skills of people seeking to become 
New Americans; 


WHEREAS, it is crucial to Washington state's vitality and 
well-being that Washington is known as and is a state that 
cherishes, welcomes and sustains its diverse population and 
the economic growth resulting from that diversity; 


NOW THEREFORE, I, Christine O. Gregoire, Governor of the 
state of Washington, order as follows: 


1. The Washington's New Americans Policy Council is 
established (Council). The Council shall make recom- 
mendations to the Governor on topics including but not 


limited to: 
a) Strategies to help legal permanent residents become 
naturalized; 


b) Acquisition of English language skills integral to the 
process of becoming citizens; 

c) Ways to recognize or transfer the skills, certifica- 
tions and professional credentials people earn in 
other countries into Washington's economy; 

d) Strategies that are needed to support the success for 
naturalization, English language acquisition and 
recognition or transference of certifications and pro- 
fessional credentials; 

e) Facilitating public-private partnerships for the inte- 
gration of people seeking to become New Ameri- 
cans into the very fabric of our state, thus creating a 
more vibrant, prosperous and vital society. 

2. The Governor shall appoint 12 to 15 members to the 
Council. The Governor shall appoint the Council's 
Chairperson. Council members, who will serve at the 
Governor's pleasure, shall include representatives from 
the state agencies, the Refugees' Advisory Council busi- 
ness and labor, and community and nonprofit organiza- 
tions. 

3. The Department of Social and Health Services shall pro- 
vide administrative support to the Council. 

4. State agencies shall work in good faith to provide infor- 
mation and assistance, as needed, to the Council in ful- 
filling its duties. 

5. The Council will make initial recommendations to the 
Governor no later than December 1, 2008. The Council 
may make any additional interim reports as needed. The 
Council shall deliver a comprehensive final report 
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including recommendations about the continuation of 
and tasks for the Council to the Governor no later than 
October 1, 2009. 


This Executive Order will take effect immediately.

Air Quality Program Amends a General Order of 
Approval 


In 2005, ecology created the legal framework for general 
orders of approval. Ecology's air quality program is now 
amending the automobile body repair and refinishing shops 
general order. The amended general order incorporates the 
new federal MACT Standard (Paint Stripping and Miscella- 
neous Surface Coating Operations at Area Sources (40 C.F.R. 
Part 63 Subpart HHHHHH)) as it applies to automobile body 
repair and refinishing shops.

The Draft Fishery Resource Management Individual 
Permit: The department of ecology (ecology) is proposing 
to issue an individual permit to the Washington state depart- 
ment of fish and wildlife (WDFW) to cover fish management 
in surface waters of the state. Ecology is requesting public 
comment on the draft permit and fact sheet. This permit, 
once issued, revokes and replaces the current fishery resource 
management individual permit (WA0041009) for the activi- 
ties the WDFW uses to manage fish populations in surface 
waters of the state. The revocation and replacement is effec- 
tive beginning on the effective date of this permit. This indi- 
vidual permit covers the discharge of two fish eradication 
chemicals (piscicides), rotenone and antimycin, to waters of 
the state for the control of undesirable fish species. Under the 
Washington State Water Pollution Control Act, the discharge 
of pollutants which may alter the biological or chemical char- 
acteristics of a water body requires a permit. The proposed 
permit addresses these legal requirements and regulates the 
discharge of pollutants to protect surface water quality in 
Washington state.
